is Now Free 


ACTION WILL BE APPROVED 


As Conviction Was Considered 


Imp ossible— Case Cost 


County Many Dollars 


The charge of murder in the first 
degree against Mrs. Anna Bankert was 
noliied in the circuit coort today. 
This is the closing chap ter of a case 
which created more interest in this 
county and attracted] more attention 
throughout the State than anything 
of a similar nature in local history. 
The case has had few p arallels in this 
country. 
Readers of this p ap er will recall 
that on Sunday morning, August 13th. 
1905, the story of the tragedy reached 
this city and the interest in the case 
from then on never abated until Mrs 
Bankert was released on bail after the 
second trial. 
On the night of August 12th, Mrs. 
Bankert fired six shots at Norman 
Oook, who died shortly afterwards, 
and the little woman alleged that she 
did it in self defense of her honor. 


saying that Cook was tryiog to cut 
her with 
a razor. 
Oook 
formerly 
worked on the Bankert farm, and was 
always treated as one of the family. 
The tragedy occurred at the Bankert 
home, five miles southwest of this 
city Mrs. Bankert was arrested the 
following morning at 4 o’clock and 
brought to this city by Sheriff Bain- 
bridge. 
She was charged with murder and 
p laced on trial. 
The best legal talent 
in this p art of the country was secur­ 
ed, and the battle for the woman’s 
life in the circuit court was the most 
bitterly contested case ever tried in 
this county. 
The defense was led by 
Congressman Watson, and Prosecutor 
Bassett, 
ably assisted 
bv 
Dep uty 
Prosecutor Kip linger, p ut up the fight 
for the State. 
The jury could not agree on a ver­ 
dict, eleven contending for a verdict 
of guilty and one holding out for ac­ 
quittal. 
The case was again tried last Febru­ 
ary, and the defense was augmented 
by J. M. Duncan, one of the ablest 
criminal lawyers in the State. 
The 
jury again disagreed on a verdict, this 
time, seven standing for gnilt and 
five for acquittal. 
Today, Mrs. Bankert was brought 
to the court room, where the usual 
form of dismissal was transacted by 
Jndge Sp arks. 
The case was dismissed for want of 
evidence for p rosecution. 
This is cus­ 
tomary after p ersons have been twice 
tried.

State Unlveraitiea Waging War for Su­ 


premacy. 
IndianatxUto. Ind.. December 21.— 
Representative C. E. Scholl cif Cam 
den has decided to Introduce a bill 
at the coming session of the leglsto 
ture calculated to put an end to the 
•trite between Indiana and Purdue 
universities as to which shall have a 
big medical college here, officially rec 
ognir.ed by the state. The universities 
are lining up for a battle royal during 
the legislature. 
Purdue recently as 
Burned control and management of the 
Indiana School of Medicine here, the 
largest medical institution In the state. 
The faculty and friends of this school, 
combined with the followers of Pur 
due, are insisting that the slate rec'* 
ognlze the deal between the two in­ 
stitutions and make the Purdue med­ 
ical school the one state institution 
of the kind. 
Indiana university is 
seeking to prevent the enactment of 
this program and to have Its medical 
school here legally recognised. 
Rep­ 
resentative Scholl's plan is to intro­ 
duce a bill for an appropr ation auf 
fleient to establish a large state medi­ 
cal and surgical Institution here, to be 
known as the Indiana University of 
Medicine and Surgery. 
He would 
have the state give Purdue and Indi­ 
ana University credit for the prelim­ 
inary medical training they do. bm he 
would wipe out the affiliated medical 
schools and create a state medical 
school that would be one of the largest 
in the country. “To do what Purdue 
and Indiana universities are asking 
the 
legislature 
to do—create 
two 
s ' cols of medicine in Indianapolis 
e affiliated with each school—would 
have the effect of causing a war be­ 
tween these institutions that might 
last for all time to come.’’ he says

Represen 
fauve Scholl said the school he pro­ 
poses could take a strong part in the 
crusade against consumption. He has 
explained his bill to a number of med­ 
ical societies which he says have in­ 
dorsed it. He will introduce a bill to 
do away with the Moore law remon­ 
strance plan and to substitute Instead 
an election by wards or townships to 
determine whether or not retail liquor 
licenses shall be granted. 
If the ap­ 
plicants fail to receive a majority of 
the votes, no more applications shall 
be considered by the ward or town­ 
ship for five years. 


The board of state charities is about 
ready to issue a bulletin defining the 
indeterminate sentence law. 
It will 
show that from April I. 1897. to Oct. 
ti, 1906. a total of 3,643 prisoners have 
been paroled under It—1,358 from the 
state prison and 2,285 from the reform­ 
atory. The board says: 
Of the nam* 
lier released on parole 1,968 have been 
discharged, after having compiled with 
all the conditions of their parole; iu 
the cases of 281 the maximum of the 
term for which they were originally 
sentenced expired while they were on 
parole and they were released from 
further supervision: 73 died; 407 sr© 
still reporting. 
These four classes 
make a total of 2,729, or 75 per cent 
of the whole number paroled. The re 
maining 914, or 25 per cent, are the 
unsatisfactory cases. In one way and 
another they violated the terms of 
their parole. Five hundred and three 
have been returned to the institution 
from which they were released; 411 
are still at large. No man is released 
on parole until employment is found 
for him. either by the agent of the 
institution or by his own friends. He 
is then required to report to the insti­ 
tution at stated times and must in­ 
clude a statement of his earnings and 
expenses. 
From the reports made it 
is found that the 3.643 men up to the 
time they ceased reporting had earned 
$919,335.68; their expenses amounted 
to $741,712.98; the net savings were 
$177,622.70.

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 21.—Albert T. 
Patrick has been saved by Governor 
Higgins from the death chair, in the 
shadow of which he has stood for 
J* 
nearly five years. 
He was convicted 
in March. 1902, of the murder of Wm. 
Marsh Rice, an aged New York city 
millionaire. In a brief memorandum 
laying stress upon the dissenting opin- 
; ions of the judges of the court of ap- 
! peals, which affirmed Patrick's convic­ 
tion by a vote of four to three, the 
j governor announced he had commuted 
: the death sentence to imprisonment 
I for life. 


New York. Dec. 21.—Bishop Wal­ 
ters, president of the Afro-American 
Council, has Issued & call to negroes 
to celebrate on Jan. I the forty-third 
arfhiversary of the issuance of the 
emancipation proclamation by Presi­ 
dent Lincoln. 
He declares that if 
Afro-Americans should fail to assem­ 
ble on the birthday of their freedom 
and commemorate the issuance of 
their rn agua charta, they would show 
themselves lacking in appreciation of 
the great gift. 
They should let the 
world know*, he says, of the progress 
the race has made on moral and re­ 
ligious lines and that they are not “a 
race of criminals, as some in high 
places are striving to make the world 
believe.” 
“We should cry aloud,” he declares, 
“against the injustices which are be­ 
ing perpetrated against us by the en­ 
actment of the Jim Crow' car and 
disfranchisement laws in the South. 
We should let the world know what 
an injustice has been done the race 
by the dismissal of innocent negro sol­ 
diers at the behest of race prejudice, 
men who have for years fought in de­ 
fense of the flag and for the honor of 
the country. 
Let us speak of our 
wrongs until they are righted.”

The company, as the price of continu­ 
ing to do business in Prussia, was 
compelled to charge off three blocks 
of stock which were not acceptable to 
the Prussian officials. 
The report 
sheet for the year flied with the in­ 
surance department of this state, 
showed that these blocks of stock had 
been sold to the New York Security 
and Trust company, a subsidiary con­ 
cern of the insurance company, for 
$3,500,060. 
It is alleged that there 
was never a bona Ade sale aud that 
the deal was (nit through by the use 
of a porter and M. M. Mattoon, chief 
clerk to the treasurer, E. D. Randolph, 
the Insurance com pany -taking notes 
for the stock. 
G. VV. Perkins was recalled and re­ 
mained with the grand jury twro hours 
and a half. 
It is the intention of the 
grand Jury to sit all of next areek and 
to continue the Investigation.

Ossining. X. V.. Dec. 21.—Patrick 
announces that h** to not satisfied with 
commutation and will at once begi.i 
his fight for freedom. 
A writ of ha­ 
beas corpus will be applied for. it was 
said, in the United States court, mak­ 
ing Warden Johnson the defendant. 
The first news of the action of Gover­ 
nor Higgins was taken to the prison­ 
er's ceil in the death-house in Sing 
Sing prison by his wife Mrs. Patrick 
left New York immediately on receipt 
of the news from A lbany and upon 
her arrival here she was permitted to 
go at once to her husband s cell. Pat­ 
rick seemed not at all surprised to 
learn that the governor had intervened 
to save his life.

W aslHugton. Dac. 21.—Congress has 
adjourned for the C hristm as holidays, 
until Jan. 3. 
Em pty desks greeted 
the speaker w hen the house convened, 
and even am ong the m em bers who 
rem ained, the desire to get aw ay for 
the holidays was superior to the in­ 
clination for business. The house was 
In session but forty-five m inutes. 
Senator F oraker occupied the atten­ 
tion of the senate in an extended crit­ 
icism of the basis of President Roose­ 
velt’s action in discharging the negro 
troops of the Twenty-flfth infantry on 
account of the Brownsville raid. 
He 
was 
replied to briefly by 
Senator 
Lodge, while Senator Scott sustained 
the dem and of the Ohio senator for a 
full investigation of the m atter by the 
senate m ilitary com m ittee. 
A resolu­ 
tion directing such an investigation is 
before the senate for action a t Its next 
m eeting. 
Mr. F oraker held th at the 
case did not present an open question, 
but th at the authorities gave instances 
of cases along sim ilar lines, in all of 
w hich justice had been adm inistered 
after trial by court-m artial 
“Congress has alw ays been careful,” 
he continued, “to provide that no m an 
found guilty of an offense should be 
punished otherw ise than as congress 
m ight direct. The president says this 
is the m ost atrocious crim e ever com ­ 
m itted. 
If these men com m itted the 
crim e, and did shoot tip Brownsville. 
I agree with him. I have no sym pathy 
with th at sort of thing. 
B ut I repeat 
th at what I w ant to call attention to 
is th at the president has misconceived 
both his constitutional power and the 
evidence in this case. 
The president 
says the guilt of these men has been 
established by the testim ony of scores 
of eye-witnesses, as shown by the re ­ 
ports of M ajor Blocksom. 
1 have 
counted the w itnesses in the report 
of M ajor Blocksom, and th ere are just 
twenty-one of them .

Mr. F oraker spent some 
tim e paying 
his respects to M ajor 
Blocksom. who m ade the report 
The 
m ajor, he said, was a native of Zanes 
ville. Ohio, his father w*as an ardent 
V allandingham copperhead Dem ocrat 
of a school known to entertain violent 
antipathy to th e negro. 
M ajor Block- 
soro. Mr F oraker continued, had evi­ 
dently developed an enthusiastic ad­ 
m iration for one of the w itnesses. Cap­ 
tain McDonald, of the Texas Rangers. 
I as evidenced by the statem ent in his 
report th at “this man was so brave 
I that he would charge hell with a 
bucket of w ater.” 
"T would like to 
cross-exam ine a 
man 
so brave as 
that,” rem arked the senator. 
Replying to a question from Senator 
Knox aa to w hether there w’as no evi- 
j dence except that furnished in the 
Blocksom report, Mr. Forakor said he 
had been unable to discover any other, 
and in this he believed the president 
had been misled.

m en. and it applies to the whole coun­ 
try."

“But,” he added. “I believe he is a big 
enough m an and a just enough man 
to undo w hat he has done when he 
finds out the true situation "

The board of education has fram ed 
a reply which will he mailed to Mrs. 
H arris. 
This reply asserts th at the 
Japanese have not been "excluded” 
from the schools, “despite the fact 
that no less a personage than the 
president of the U nited States has em ­ 
ployed a sim ilar assertion in fram ing 
a m essage to congress, and notw ith­ 
standing 
the 
wholly 
unfair 
report 
made of the entire school incident by 
the secretary of com m erce and labor, 
Victor II. M etcalf.” 
Continuing, the reply says: 
The 
fact that the president of the United 
States bases his argum ents upon e r­ 
roneous 
assum ptions 
and 
fram es 
against a loyal people scathing criti­ 
cisms regarding a m atter which is 
purely one of local concern, does not 
In the least deter the people of the 
Pacific coast, who after all are doubt­ 
less the best Judges of their own im­ 
m ediate needs and welfare. 
N either 
do the m isleading deductions and rec­ 
om m endations of a politician high in 
authority when voiced through a docu­ 
m ent which plainly sought the light 
of favor and not of truth, im press the 
people of this locality with any sense 
of doubht as to their rights as free- 
born Am ericans or as to the justice of 
the stand they have taken. 
“The board of education will not re­ 
cede from Its position w hether the
